ment, .and according to Paul Hack- 
bert, agent at Appleton Junction, was 
left on a, siding at the junction Mon- 
day evening.

about a quarter of a mile east of the 
county asylum. The track runs down 
grade from the junction, and it is be- 
heved that tine car might have started 
of its own accord, and travel]'-"! the 
distance under its own momentum, or 
might have been started by a freight 
train.

The engine ground its way 


along the ties Cor about fifty feet, and 
stopped when it was leaning well to 
one side and about to tip over. The pi- 
lot was gone and the front trucks were 
stripped from underneath. The front 
end was all smashed in, and the trucks 
•were partially torn away from 
the 


tender, which was piled up against the 
engine cab. Twisted steel lay all along 
the track, and one set of trucks from 
the freight car was left laying between 
the drive wtioels on one side. 


The train had just passed over a 


trestle when the collision occurred. 
Had the freight car pone about 100 
feet further, the train might 
have 


plunged over the bridge-work into a 
deep ditch. 


A crew of wreckers was put at work 


immediately to clear the track. An 
engine was brought up from the rear 
nnd pulled the co.-ches hack onto the 
irack within two hours after the wreck 
happened. Only the engine remained, 
and it appeared to he an all-day job 
to raise it to the rails anil convoy it 
out of the way.

held in Polish official quarters that 
the United States can do anything.

In- 
dicating how unsatisfactory the forms 
of government had been In the past, 
including the early American

he told interestingly of the drafting 
of the constitution of 
tho 
United 


States. 


The one fundamental aim was 
to 


frame a constitution that would pro- 
tect tho rights of the individual, Mr. 
Keller stated. The result was a gov- 
ernment that protects the individual 
from the state, and protects the state 
from the nation, always furnishing a 
check so that no autocracy enters in 
anywhere. 
He explained the forma- 


tion of the republic and why it is con- 
sidered more successful than any oth- 
er government ever established. 


Turning his thoughts to the subject 


of liberty, Mr. Keller said there is no 
such thing as absolute 
liberty 
for 


everyone to do as he pleases. Every- 
thing has to be regulated, or there 
,'ould be no government at all. Every- 
body must conform to certain restric- 
tions, or must pay the penalty for 
transgressing. The statements of sev- 
eral famous men were quoted to bring 
this out more clearly. 


The inside working of the soviet 


government was explained by Mr. 
Keller, who termed it the worst auto- 
cracy the world has ever known, in- 
stead of the best democracy, as some 
people are trying to term 
it. 
He 


showed how our government was the 
most direct system possible, and that 
the soviet was just the opposite. There 
was absolutely no comparison between 
the two. he said. His potet Was illus- 
trated to show how no govwnlng body 
in this country can have autocratic 
power. Even the president's veto is 
not absolute. The congress can pass 
a measure over his veto. The public 
has recourse to the supreme court al- 
<*o. in case it is not satisfied with the 
legislation passed by congress. There 
is always a check somewhere. 


"We have the best government on 


earth." said Mr. Keller. "The people 
are responsible for the laws and for 
the men they elect. We have to con- 
cern ourselves about these things be- 
cause of the onslaughts and attempts 
to change things that the founders of 
our government tried to avoid. The 
changes are aimed at mob rule, which 
is the extreme of democracy." 


The speaker rhowed that people in 


America, could get what they wanted 
and could change the constitution if 
they wanted to, because 19 amend- 
ments had been added to the consti- 
tution already. Changes should come 
slowly and only after serious delibera- 
tion and public discussion which would 
indicate public sentiment. 


"Our great clanger is that men who 


are not citizens of the United States 
are critiring our government and try- 
ing to tell the American people what 
their form of government should be. 
How can they know what our govern- 
ment really is. when thpy have criven 
't no study. America i" more demo- 
cratic today than ever before in his- 
tory. We have the universal franch- 
ise, xvhereas the old svstem made it 
possible for only taxpayers to vote. It 
:s the man rather than the property 
that has oome in for 
consideration. 


The- women also vote now. slavery 
's abolished, and there are many other 
samples. 


"People forget that eternal vigilance 


's the price of liberty," he stated. "We
